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GORRELL  FAMILY  HISTORY 

James  and  William  Gorrell,  brothers,  sons  of 
Oliver  Gorrell,  were  soldiers  under  Robert  Emmet, 
the  Irish  insurrectionist.  They  were  captured  by 
the  English  and  exiled,  coming  to  America.  William 
the  younger  brother,  settled  in  Virginia.  James, 
the  elder  brother,  located  in  Beaver  county,  Pa., 
where  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Milhollair.d,  who 
was  born  in  Virginia  on  April  6,  1771.  James  Gorrell 
was  born  in  Ireland  March  13,  1770.  To  them 
twenty-one  (21)  children  were  born,  nineteen  of 
whom  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood.
